Dean Auzen,—Your hints as regards keep- 
ing cut flowers fresh indoors arrived ee 
the right time for me.

The house is near 2 to the city to have 
all the advantages of electricity, and yet on 
stormy nights the Irish Sea hurls itself over 
the garden wall.

An Easy Change. 


One of the easiest and most successful ways 
of making a bright change is to alter the 
position of the pictures and the contents of 
some of the frames. Pictures make a tremen- 
dous difference to a room, but in some houses 
the same picture has been faithfully restored 
year after year to precisely the same post. 
In the case of valuable oil paintings, chan 
are frequently not practicable or desirable, 
but prints and reproductions are easily de- 
tached from frames and others substituted. 

Why not borrow a hint from the picture 
galleries and have a temporary new exhibi- 
tion, to last until the desire for a fresh show 
arises ? Quite a lot of people make collections 
of odd pictures and keep them in portfolios, 
but it does not oceur always to them to bring 
out any of these in place of those that have 
adorned their walls for so long. 

Fashions in pictures date as do all 
others, and those that were in favour ten or 
fifteen years ago have sometimes a curious 
incongruity when seen with the latest ideas 
in furniture coverings, cushions and curtains. 

The vogue of posters for interior adorn- 
ment has brought another most effective 
means of wall decoration into modern homes. 

Well chosen, suitably mounted and simply 
framed, posters give a fine air of spacious- 
ness to a room, besides chiming in with the 
latest decorative touches. They are cheap 
enough, too, to allow for frequent changes.

Jemmy Hope, the Weaver. 


Your reference to the Ulster’ weaver, 
Jemmy Hope (writes a correspondent) 
reminds me that this year is the centenary 
of the setting up of the first power-loom 
in York street, Belfast, by the firm of 
Mulholland. This event marked the 
transition of the great linen trade of 
Ulster from the domestic to the modern 
factory system. At that time the wages 
of the best paid weavers ran from ós. to 
8s. for a week of fourteen to eighteen 
hours, with an interval of an hour and 
a half for dinner. Some of the weavers 
were paid as little as 5s, 6d. and 4s. Gd. a 
week.

A ERCURY is in Inferior Conjunction 
on the 9th, and thereafter a 
morning star, but hardly likely to be 
visible.

planet shone above the. Western horizon 
with a lustre which recalled Venus rather 
than Mercury. I estimated him to be 
not inferior to Procyon or Capella,both 
of which stars were not far distant from 
him. This was the more surprising as 
he was not at his greatest elongation 
from the Sun till the 15th. Whitaker’s 
Almanac notes on him thus, under date 
May :— 

Mercury, at Eastern elongation on 
the 15th, is an evening star and may be 
seen ten days earlier at altitude about 
ten degrees in the W. N. W.“ 

In actual fact, he was far and away 
brighter on the 5th than on the 15th. On 
the latter date he had to be searched for, 
and was an object for keen sight; on the 
former he poe not be overlooked. He 
justified his old Greek title of Stilbon, 
the Sparkler. On most occasions when he 
is visible in these Northern skies he is 
anything but sparkling, and I have often 
had difficulty in seeing him even when I 
knew exactly where to look. But some- 
times he is different. The cause of his 
astonishing variations in brightness is his 
very eccentric orbit, which brings him, 
when in ihelion, within 28,000,000 
miles of the Sun, while he recedes to 
43,000,000 when at his greatest distance, 
or aphelion. He, therefore, gets nearly 24 
times as much light from the Sun in 
the one case as in the other; which is 
just the proportion of a first magnitude 
star to one of the second.

LIMERICK PORT, 

The Limerick Harbour Commissioners 
are considering the question of erecting 
cold storage premises for butter and eggs, 
with plant for chilling and freezing, at 4 
total cost of £4,000, and the project har 
been recommended on the ground that such 
a building is essential if the port is to 
retain its butter and eggs ex port trade. It 
is pointed out that Limerick is the natural 
port for a large dairying country, and 
one great advantage of the adoption of the 
scheme would be more efficient competition 
with Dublin and Cork ports, where similar 
facilities exist. 

The proposed scheme is supported by 
officials of the Irish Associated Creameries 
and the Department of Agriculture. The 
building would accommodate three hundred 
tons, with suitable sub-divisions, but, 
before committing itself to such a large 
outlay, the Board is seeking further par- 
ticulars in regard to leasing the premises 
to one of the shipping companies.

The meshes of a spider’s web can be 
fatal to more than insects. A friend of 
mine one morning observed a bird 
struggling upon his doorstep, hunted a 
cat who was stealthily creeping up in 
expectation of a delicacy, and picked the 
tiny creature up. It was one of the 
smallest of our birds, a golden-crested 
wren, little larger or stronger than a 
good-sized moth; and about its wings 
and legs were tangles of cobweb which 
it was vainly endeavouring to pick away 
with its bank. Very carefully, with his 
handkerchief, my friend coaxed away the 
impeding threads and let the bird free.

Ghe Sackville Family. 


Major-General Lord Sackville, men- 
tioned in your “Diary ” of May 28th, a 
correspondent writes, is in direct descent 
from Herbrand de Salchevilla, of Nor- 
mandy, one of the chieftains in the army 
of William the Conqueror. One of his 
ancestors, Richard Sackville, of Buck- 
hurst, Sussex, married, in -he sixteenth 
century, Isabel, daughter of John Digges, 
of Digges Court, near Canterbury. Their 
son, John Sackville, married Anne Boleyn, 
sister of Sir Thomas Boleyn, whose 
daughter, another Anne Boleyn, married 
Henry VIII., and was Queen Elizabeth's 
mother. 

John Sackville’s grandson, Thomas Sack- 
ville, was accordingly a near kinsman of 
Queen Elizabeth, and one of her closest 
adherents, Her Majesty presented him 
with the magnificent house and manor of 
Knole, near Sevenoaks, which almost 
rivals in extent Hampton Court Palace. 
She also raised him to the peerage under 
the title of Lord Buckhurst. He eventually 
became Earl of Dorset under James I. 

His descendant, Lionel, was advanced 
to the dignity of Duke of Dorset in 1720, 
and was appointed Lord Lieutenant af 
Ireland in 1730. He came to Ireland a 
second time as Lord Lieutenant in 1751. 
Sackville street (formerly Drogheda street) 
and Dorset street were named after him.

THE MOON, 


New Moon on the 7th, at 1.56 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 14th, at 5.14 a.m. 

Full Moon on the 22nd, at 4.15 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 30th, at 3.54 a.m. 

The distance of the Moon from the 
Earth will be least (Perigee) on the 8th, 
at 3.5 a.m., and greatest (Apogee) on the 
22nd, at 12.9 p.m. The distances in miles 
are 222,350 and 252,440, respectively. As 
Perigee falls near New Moon, the spring 
tides at that date may be expected to be 
higher than usual, The bua tide is 
generally the day, or day-and-a-half later 
than the New or Full Moon. This is due 
to the fact that the tidal wave originates 
in the deep ocean beds of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, and takes that time to reach 
our shores, 

The Moon will. be in Conjunction with 
Venus on the 4th, about noon, with 
Jupiter on the 6th, at 10 a.m., with Mars 
on the llth, at 1 p.m., with Saturn on 
the 21st., at 10 p.m. Most of these con- 
junctions are unimportant, either because 
the approach is not close, or because of 
doubtful visability But that with Venus 
on the 4th, as already mentioned, is so 
close that an occultation takes place, 
which is visible all over the British Isles. 
The disappearance takes place at Green- 
wich at 12.20 p. m. (Greenwich time, not 
summer time), and the reappearance at 
1.25. The planet will, therefore, be con- 
cealed behind the Moon for nearly an 
hour. The phenomenon will take place 
earlier in Ireland, and intending observers 
should be on the lookout by noon at 
latest. Since Greenwich Time is kept in 
Ireland, as well as Summer Time, making 
us an hour and a half wrong by the Sun, 
the Sun will, at that time, be still half an 
hour short of the meridian, and the Moon 
and Venus will be about an hour and a 
half past the meridian. The Moon, in the 
crescent phase three days before New, will 
be easily picked up by the eye, if the sky 
is at all clear, and Venus will then be 
nearly as easy to see, a little East of the 
Moon just before, and a little West just 
It is, in fact, an 
excellent opportunity for the ordinary 
server, who has never seen an equatorial, 
to locate Venus in daylight. 


THE STARS. 


The June skies, flooded with the mild 
summer twilight, offer small opportunity 
to the star-gazer. Only the brighter stars, 
and planets low down in the Southern 
parts of the Zodiac, as Saturn is now, 
gaze out of the palely illuminated back- 
ground, like soft gleaming eyes. All the 
fine gauze of the Milky Way, and the 
wonders of the star clusters, are 
out.

“CENTRALISATION BOGEY.” 


Not for some time, so far as Cork is 
concerned, has the Free State Government 
been charged with centralisation, or con- 
centrating on the development of industry 
in Dublin, to the detriment of the rest of 
the country. Mr. W. J. O’Sullivan, one 
of the recently-appointed members of the 
local Harbour Commissioners, however, 
has revived the “ awful spectre,” and at 
the Commissioners’ last meeting, he said 
that, despite the fact that manufacturers 
from all 3 of Great Britain were in- 
quiring for sites for factories in this 
country, the authorities seemed to have 
forgotten that Cork did exist. Within 
the past five years between eighty and 
ninety factories have been set up in this 
country,” he added, “but the vast 
majority have all been started in Dublin, 
although there are numerous sites available 
in Cork. i 

In making this statement Mr. O'Sullivan 
appears to have overlooked the reply made 
by President Cosgrave when he was taxed 
on this very subject some time ago. Mr. 
Cosgrave then pointed out that it was not 
the Government who selected the sites for 
the establishment of new industries in this 
country, but, doubtless owing to the fact 
that the geographical position of Dublin 
gave it many advantages as a distributing

Withal 
it is a pleasanter time to sit up star- 
gazing than the keen nights of winter, 
when the thermometer stands below 
freezing point, and fingers ache if they 
only touch the metal of the telescope. 
To-night the scent of the lilacs comes. to 
you on the faint breeze, and the corn- 
crake calls from the lawn or the 
shrubbery, Perchance, even a belated 
cuckoo favours you with a note, or a white 
owl gives a passing look into the open 
dome. Occasionally a wandering rabbit 
favours the open ventilators below the 
flooring boards as. a temporary hiding 
place. Maybe the grasshopper warbler 
trills his funny little song, like turning 
a fishing reel, from the neighbouring 
cover. In truth, you do not lack company 
of midsummer nights when you sit up to 
study the sparse summer stars.

The Bond. of Trade. 


The Free State trade returns for the first 
four months of the current year are highly 
encouraging. They show a. marked in- 
crease in almost every branch of trade and 
commerce, and there hag been a most satis- 
factory improvement in the figures for the 
export trade. On April 30th, 1928, the 
adverse balance of trade against the 
Saorstát amounted to £14,506,000; on the 
corresponding date of this year it was only 
£12,955,000. Although imports have in- 


portionately greater, with the result that 
the adverse balance is being reduced 
steadily, and, if the present process con- 
tinues, the next few years ought to see the 
virtual abolition of this irritating incubus. 

One of the most welcome features of the 
trade returns is the light which they throw 
on the reviving cattle trade. A few yéars 
ago there was a heavy slump in the 
sale of Irish cattle to Great Britain. An 
industry, which for many years had been 
the mainstay of Irish trade, began to show 
distinct signs of decline, and when 
Canadian cattle began to be shipped - across 
the Atlantic the outlook for the Irish 
farmers seemed to be very gloomy. Now, 
however, the . situation bas changed 
entirely. Cattle exports are improving 
month by month, and with increasingly 
high standards of excellence the prospects 
are extremely good. During the first four 
months of last year the value of cattle 


Britain was £3,190,000; during the cor- 


£4,062,000 This increase in value 
represents nearly 28 per cent., and if it 
could be maintained at the same rate for- 
another twelve months, the Free State 


Other exports ‘also have improved. The 
sale of horses has increased from £728,000 
to £761,000, and that of poultry from 
£53,000 to £56,000.,. These improvements 
are slight in themselves; but they in- 
dicate the general trend ol trade, which at 
last seems to be on the upward path. 
This gratifying turn of the commercial 
tide in the Free State’s favour augurs 
well for the future of this country, but 
it never must be forgotten that the 
Saorstdét’s prosperity is interwoven in- 
extricably with tho prosperity of the 
neighbouring island. Free State trade is 
improving because there has been a slight 
revival of trade in Great Britain, 
unemployment in Englend decreases, 
workers have more money. to spend, and 
consequently. the demand for Free p 
produce improves.

Mr. Baldwin's Choice. 


The coming week must be an eventfu! 
one in the political world; for it will 
probably reveal what the Government in- 
tends to do in the near future. For the 
moment, the leaders have retired to their 
| homes to lick their wounds—for each party 
has much to nd to make up their 
minds to a policy which none of them con- 
templated. Decisions have not yet heen 
reached, but after to-morrow it is possible 
that events will move quickly; for the 
country will want to know what is to be 
done. It is thought in Conservative 
circles that the Government should sit 
tight for the time being, meet Parliament. 
and put the onus of defeat on the Liberals. 
Mr. Baldwin, however, may hold other 
views. He is particular when a point of 
honour is concerriedy and he may think it 
right that he should hand over the reins of 
Government to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
without further delay. This matter will 
not be settled until he has had time to 
consult the Cabinet and his principal 
advisers. 


Mr. Macdonald s View. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald roars as gently 
as any sucking dove when he discusses the 
situation. He is of the opinion that the 
| Socialists should be called upon to form a 
Government, but he is anxious that there 
shall be no disturbance of the country by 
an election within two years. To this he 
adds that it will rest with the other two 
parties if there is an election sooner. This 
rather suggests that he expects to be 
called upon to form a Government, and 
that, once in office, he will not be defeated 
in the House of Commons on any vital 
point. Such a development, of course, 
must depend upon what Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald can offer to one or other of the 
parties in the way of guarantees. Tho 


| only apparent offer he can make is to the 


Liberals—a promise to reduce unemploy- 
ment, and to pass an electoral reform 
measure. To counter this, Mr. Lloyd 
George has committed himself to a posi- 
tion which he will find it very difficult to 
avoid. Negotiation and discussion, how- 
ever, can do much, and Mr. Lloyd Georze 
has been pliable before. 

The Liberals’ Position. 

That there are possibilities of such a 
development is revealed in a statement 
made at the Liberal headquarters yester- 
day, when it was said that in the new 
Parliament the: Liberal: Party would 
devote its energies to pressing for the 
reform of our electoral system either by 
the adoption of proportional representa- 
tion or the alternative vote. Among the 
members of the party some dissatisfaction 
is expressed concerning an expenditure 
of over half a million of money for such 
a poor result, and in some circles yester- 
day there was an inclination to despair 
of a future for Liberalism, with a sugges- 
tion that it might be better for Conserva- 
tives and Liberals to unite against 
This is not the view of the 
leaders, however; nor is it, I imagine, 
the view of the ordinary elector. If 
Liberalism were to disappear, it would 
be a great political tragedy; for it would 
bring nearer the day when the Socialists 
would be returned to power with an over- 
whelming majority. 


“ Safety Firat. 


Among the Conservative rank and file, 
while there is little disposition to blame 
Mr. Baldwin or his leading supporters 
for the debacle, there is an expression of 
opinion that safety first was not a 
sufficient programme to go to the country 
with, when a stronger and more definite 
programme would have been wiser. 
Another point much discussed is how it 
was that the party was lulled into such 
blind confidence; for it is beyond doubt 
that the Government was convinced thet 


it would be returned again to power with 


a comfortable majority, and able to work 
out its plans in safety. That the opposite 
has been the case has come as a great 
shock to the Conservative voter ; for, fear- 
ing the worst, he was told to believe in 
the best. Probably the answer to the 
points raised is that the election was 4 
leap in the dark, owing to the new elec- 
torate ; but this does not satisfy those who 
were led to believe that all was well in 
the constituencies, presumably following 
expert advice. 


Cabinet Changes, 


The Prime Minister, should he decide 
to meet Parliament, will partly recon- 
struct his Cabinet; for there are two 
vacancies, the Admiralty and the Ministry 
of Labour, and im filling these pos:s uv 
may decide upon several changes, In 
former days appointment to new office 
meant a by-lection; but that is changed. 
and every member of the Government may 
receive a new post without going - his 
constituency. Rumour says that Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks will leave the 
Home Office, but the story is not a new 
one, and, seeing that the Home Secretary 
received such a vote of confidence from 
his constituents, it is a little unlikely tha;

A Suggestion. 


One suggestion with a view to bridge 
over the crisis is that all three leaders 
shall agree to plans for carrying on the

It is difficult to 
imagine the three leaders in one Govern- 
ment carrying on administration and 
leaving legislation alone for a much- 
needed. rest, but it is probable that such 4 
move would appeal to the electorate, It 
is really Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s sug- 
gestion in a different form, but in these 
days of sharp divisions on political 
questions it appears highly improbable 
that it can become practicable.

The confession has to be made that I have 
never been less interested in a Derby than 
in that which will be run for on Wednesday 
next. Some time ago it was possible to have 
a fairly clear idea that Midlothian was a 
likely winner, but since his nomination was 


made void by the. death of his owner there

esible to work up any enthusiasm e~cepi 
Mr. Jinks—who may be a ‘lightly doubtful 
quantity, but does in many respects fill the 


It is probable that in making a final selec- 
tion on Tuesday night 1 shall suggest Mr. 
Jinks as the likely winner. His stamina may 
be in doubt, but there are less doubts about 
him than about so many of the others, and 
when one examines all his credentials he has 
every claim to be regarded as the best three- 
year-old colt in England at the present time. 

At the moment Cragadour is favourite, and 
he is reported to be well in himself again. 
He was sent a good mile and a half gallop 
yesterday morning, in which he finished third 

hind Lucky and Cavendo, The statement 
has been broadcast that it was in no sense 
a trial, but the fact that a moderate animal 
like Lucky was in front is not exactly re- 
assuring to those who have put their faith 
in Lord Astor's colt. 

Even after he had run such a good race in 
the Guineas with Mr. Jinks I was not 
obsessed with the Derby chance of Cragadour, 
and there is less reason now to like his 
chance. I do not agree with those who think 
he was unlucky to have lost the ‘‘ Guineas.”’ 
My reading of the race was that Major 
McCalmont’s colt beat him fairly and 
squarely, and would do so again were they 
to meet on the Rowley Mile. 

The next enigma we come to is Hunter's 
Moon, who has been shin sore. Trivial as this 
may be in the ordinary way, it is not trivial 
in a Derby candidate the week before the 
race. Lord Derby's colt was galloped over 
eleven furlongs at Newmarket yesterday 
morning, and seemed to pull up sound, which 
means nothing. 

A GOOD CHANCE. 

If there is no inflammation at stable time 
to-night and he goes to the post fit and well. 
then, of course, his chance must be a good 
one, but on the Newmarket Stakes running it 
is no better than that of Mr. Jinks, about 
whom there are no “ifs.” Hunter’s Moon 
is by Hurry On, and the thing 1 like best 
about him is that he is out of that grand 
little mare Selene. : 

In the Guineas Hunter’s Moon finished 
alongside Walter Gay, and there seemed 
possibilities about this backward colt, How- 
ever, Fred Darling has found it difficult to 
train him on the hard ground, and unless 
there is heavy rain between now and Wednes- 
dav he will not be started. 

One can be a little mystified about the 
short price which is on offer against the 
Irish colt Kopi. A good staying son of Spion 
Kop, he has, of course, a chance; but it says 
volumes for the open character of the race 
when he stands to-day as second favourite. 
I am sure he will be staying on at the 
finish of the Derby., but I shall be surprised 
if he is in the first dozen when the horses 
have raced for position at the top of the 
hill, and at that point position is everything. 
However, he is a very likely sort to run on 
at least into a place. 

In most vears one is able to recommend a 
likelv outsider for the Derby. This year it 
is difficult. I would like to suggest the 
Irish colt. Trigo, as a possibility; but, nice 
horse as he is, he does not suggest himself as 
a probable Derby winner. All the same, he 
will run better than a good many of the 
others. Mr. R. C. Dawson had some regard 
for his chance in the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and there may have been some explanation of 
his failure in that race. 

It would be a great thing were a colt bred 
at the National Stud to win the Derby, but one 
can only hold out a faint hope of a success ; for 
En Garde, although he won over a mile and a 
half at Chester, was slammed in a mixe 
gallop during the week by P.D.Q. The 
latter colt, who belongs to Mr. Selfridge, is 
an interesting possibility. He has only won 
one race, a trumpery affair at Manchester 
last Friday week, which told us nothing 
about him, and though Roi de Legende, 
whom he beat with a stone the better of the 
weights, won yesterday, there is no line to 
go on. 

MIGHT CREATE A SURPRISE. 
There is one colt who might create a sur- 
prise by winning, and on his public form a 
case can be made out for him: that is 
Mr. Anthony de Rothschild’s Reflector, a 
son of Galloper Light and the Bachelor's 
Double mare, Double Back. dam of the One 
Thousand Guineas winner, Pillion. Last year 
he won thé Coventry Stakes at Ascot, 
in the Buckenham Stakes at New- 
in October he upset the odds 
to 1 which were laid on Mr. 
Jinks. I know that his trainer, John 
Watson, fully expected that he would win 
the Two Thousand Guineas, but Mr. Jinks 
kicked him at the post. and virtually he took 
no part in the race. In the Chester Vase 1 
thought he ran a pig, but there is no doubt 
that the abilitv is there, and if the will is 
there on Derby Day he has a really good 
chance.
